JOHN E. SIBBLE 

John E. Sibble, a former Bur- 
gess of Narberth and its first 
Borough Solicitor, died at his 
home in Tioga last Sunday. Mr.

Borough Forces Begin Mon- 
day to Collect Rubbish 
from Homes. 

OFFERS LAST CHANCE 



For the benefit of skeptical resi- 
dents it may be said that the pro- 
clamation on the first page of Our 
Town last week was official, legal, 
binding and O. K. generally. 
Cleanup week, as announced by 
the Boy Burgess, is scheduled for 
the 14th to the 19th of May in- 
clusive. During this period the 
borough forces working through 
the highway department will co- 
operate to aid the householder in 
the annual job of cleaning up by 
removing all ashes, paper, rubbish 
and waste that has accumulated 
in cellars and attics during the 
past winter. After next week the 
regular summer schedule of one 
collection a month will go into 
effect, so it behooves people who 
wish to get their rubbish collected 
to have it ready in receptacles at 
the usual place for the borough 
men. 

The success of Clean-up Week, 
however, rests largely on the in- 
dividual householder. Without 
his co-operation it means nothing. 
Not only will his house be cleaner 
and neater, but fire hazards will 
be decreased and insurance costs 
lessened. Dividends of this nature, 
in health, in protection from 
disease, in security from fire, are 
assuredly worth the small effort 
recmired. 

The reduction of fire hazards is 
one of the chief reasons for the 
existence of a Clean-up Week. 
Both inside the bouse and out in- 
flammable material will accumulate 
in the best regulated households. 
Garages and cellars are probably 
the worst offenders, but they too 
yield up their offending material 
on the onslaught of determined 
housekeepers. 

When possible cellars should be 
whitewashed since such treatment 
is equally good for preserving 
cellar walls and the health (if 
those living within those walls.
